It is a small aluminum coin 
bearing the figure of the buffalo which 
was believed to be the strongest “med¬ 
icine” of all the animals, since the 
buffalo was sacred to the sun and sup¬ 
posed to transfer “Bun power" to those 
whoi i he took under his protection. 
The coin is enclosed in an attractive 
envelope, facsimile of an Indian pouch 
in which such charms were usually 
carried.

40 lbs. of heads or panicles will give 
sufficient seed—i.e., bald wheat from 
22 to 26 lbs. of clean grain. 

After selection the heads should be 
placed in clean sacks and stored away 
in a dry place, airy place, from from 
mice, until an opportune time for 
threshing arrives.' 

Put three to four lbs. in a good 
stout cotton bag and pound bag 
against box or table until thoroughly 
beaten out. By using this method 
there is little danger of loss by crack¬ 
ing- grain. 

Cleaning by winnowing or small 
“clipber," and then hand pick, discard¬ 
ing all inferior kernels not true to 
type, and store ready to seed the new 
quarter-acre plot the next Spring. 

If binder has been in use clean it 
thoroughly. 

Stook in round stooks about 10 
sheaves each and cap. Stack as soon 
as ready, using side and cap sheaves 
to top off with and top stack with some 
hay.. 

Be sure that the separator is abso¬ 
lutely clean. As a precaution thresh 
the weathered sheaves first and keep 
the grain separate. The wheat plot 
should be threshed after oats as oats 
can be readily seen in the wheat.

Clean, rich, well-prepared soil is of 
first importance as the condition of 
the soil may largely determine the 
success of the project. Clean fallow, 
sod land, root or corn ground will be 
found suitable. 

A quarter of an acre is a suitable 
size for the initial plot, and it should 
be square in shape with a cultivated 
border wide enough for a cultivator, 
separating if from any other grain. 

Secure about a bushel of first gen¬ 
eration registered seed of the variety 
best suited for your particular district, 
from a seed grower or seed firm. Too 
much care cannot be. exercised in se¬ 
curing the best possible seed. 

Clean out the ordinary grain drill 
thoroughly and seed a little lighter 
than the ordinary crop in order to give 
the individual plants tfvery possible 
chance. 

The plot should be examined regu¬ 
larly §nd all weeds destroyed which in 
the first leaf. Pull out all other kinds 
of grains, smutty heads, other var¬ 
ieties, and any head which does not 
conform to your ideal. 

Mass selection is based upon the se¬ 
lection of best heads or panicies of a 
desired type. It is important, there¬ 
fore that before selection is com¬ 
menced the operator should have a 
clear idea of the desired type fixed in 
his mind. 

Wheat: Long heads, like large-po¬ 
tatoes are not always the best. Thev 
are usually loosely put together lack 
compactness, have few grains per 
spikelet and are poorly filled towards

In the four 
cities where over $600,000 was paid 
I in admissions, the revenues to the 
province was practically nil. His ar- 
[ gument contended that all corpora- 


in the province. He said he had no I 
recriminations to offer, but in spite of 
already heavy burdens, the province 
would have to be prepared to shoulder 
even heavier loads in this respect in 
order that demands of the people be 
met. He cited the case of the $100,- 
000 voted for waterways Improvement 
expanding into $400,000 last season, 
as showing that the people had to 
“foot the bill” on obligations. 

“And no man can see\the end of 
these obligations that thiSvnrovincc 
will have to bear.” y 

He went on to refer to taxation, not¬ 
ing that the bulk of the burden was 
i imposed on the land. He dealt with 
the whole question of taxation and 
particularly referred to the taxes paid 
by large financial corporations in the 
Province in comparison with that paid 
by the owner of land either in the city 
or eountiy, but particularly the farm¬ 
er. who owned and operated his farm. 
The discrimination in the matter of 
taxation against the farmer and in fa¬ 
vor of the corporations was most glar¬ 
ing. The total provincial taxes paid 
by these corporations were insignifi¬ 
cant. He instanced the Supplement- 
ary'Revenue Taxes paid by large num¬ 
bers of the larger corporatibns and 
gave an elaborate array of details of 
numerous companies. The Swift Can¬ 
adian Co., Ltd., for instance, paid a 
1 supplementary revenue tax in Edmon¬ 
ton of 104.42 and 31.78 in Calgary. 

The Ogilvie Flour Milling Co. paid 
1.75 in Calgary. The Imperial Oil Co. 
paid 8.40 in Medicine Hat, 3T.03 in Ed¬ 
monton and 24.13 in Calgary. BJr way 
of comparison he showed that the to¬ 
tal supplementary revenue tax paid 
by the Swift Canadian Co., with its 
huge investments in the province.

away from ninety per cent, of the ac¬ 
cidents in the province.” 


The Vulcan Advocate 
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there was nothing else to do but pro¬ 
ceed, the Attorney-General's depart¬ 
ment being careful in the interval to 
withdraw the charges against Mr. 
Hastings’ personal honor which had 
been prviously formulated. 

The dictionary tells us that dun is 
a drab, dull color. It is not on record 
that the fellow who christened Duri- 
ville had consulted the dictionary nor 
had this in mind when he named the 
town but such might easily have been 
the ease in view of the evidence which 
has been forthcoming in respect to the 
investigation of the charges against 
Mr. Hastings which have been pro¬ 
ceeding before Commissioner Patter¬ 
son. * 

Minding the other fellows’ business, 
if one may judge from the evidence 
in the case, is Dunville’s chief amuse¬ 
ment and sole occupation. To use the 
testimony of the town constsible: "It’s 
a bum town, and everybody knows 
your business better than they know 
their own.” 

The testimony of one witness in this 
case was curiously like another; the 
evidence of little people in a little 
town, doing their thinking on the lines 
, of dog eat dog, with the milk of hu¬ 
man kindness as far removed as pos¬ 
sible. Had these witnesses any 
grounds for suspicion that Magistrate 
Hastings had conducted . the cases 
brought before him in an irreglular 
manner? “Well, someone told, me, 
and somebody else told him; arid he 
was told by a third party,” (who prob¬ 
ably got his information from the 
town pump) "that Mr. Hastings was 
too friendly with Mr. Lalor, M.P., and 
he might be influenced in his judg¬ 
ments thereby." 

- “Had such influences been exercis¬ 
ed ?” Not so far as witnesses were 
aware of. 

One cannot withhold the suspicion 
that somewhere in the town of Dunn- 
ville is a case of Scotch, and that if 
Mr. Lalor, M.P., or somebody else, had 
opened up and let the pussy-footers 
in on it, there would have been less 
anonymous correspondence with the 
Attorney-General’s Department rela¬ 
tive to .the corruption of Dunnville’s 
best citizens. In the interval Dunn¬ 
ville’s publicity department can take 
a day off. It now has all the adver¬ 
tising it will require for some time to 
come. 

New England Puritans had two 
methods of combatting the village 
gossip: one was the use. of the duck¬ 
ing stool and the other was nailing- 
the ear of the gossiper to the town 
hall door. The difficulty with utiliz¬ 
ing the latter method is that there 
w ould not be doors sufficient in Dunn¬ 
ville’s town hall to accommodate the 
truffle. 

Anyhow Raney is the man who put 
the dun in Dunville.
